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Color Blind Drivers 


WT HAS BEEN discovered by government experimenters 
that a considerable number of motor car operators are 
color blind. This means, of course, that they cannot dis- 
tinguish between red and green, the colors almost universally 
used to indicate stop and go. The Washington experts esti- 
mate the number of color blind drivers to be about 2 per cent. 
of the total. Obviously, such a condition is somewhat dan- 
gerous. A driver who is not sure of the signal colors can 
only direct his movements by what he sees other drivers 
doing. 
With almost universal driving in this country, inability 
to follow the customary warnings given by colors might 
easily be a serious menace. It may be necessary to arrange 
our signal lights so that the red and the green lenses have a 
different shape or throw their beams in a different manner; 
anything, in short, that will differentiate between the two 
lights in some other way than by simple color. , 

As motor vehicle operation becomes a more and more 
important factor in our everyday life, problems of this kind 
are certain to make their appearance. Fortunately in this 
present case there is no reason to feel panicky, because the 
situation permits of obvious remedy. 


Confidence 

N THE show windows of Ford dealers all over the country 
I there is now being displayed the announcement: “We 
are taking orders now for the new Ford car.” Furthermore, 
Ford dealers say that they are booking a fair number of 
advance orders for the new model. They are accepting a 
small deposit, with the proviso that the customer may have 
it back when he sees the new car if the vehicle does not suit 
his fancy. 

In most cases the dealers have not seen the new model. 
They do not know exactly what is to be the mechanical 
make-up of the new job. The customers know even less. It 
is a blind transaction on both sides. Yet deposits are made, 
simply because a certain number of buyers are so completely 
“sold on’ the Ford Motor Car Company that they believe 
anything this organization turns out is going to suit them. 

This same condition holds as regards a great many other 
companies in the industry. If Cadillac, Buick, Overland, 
Chevrolet, Packard, and a dozen other manufacturers that 
any of us could name were to announce a new model with- 
out describing it, their dealers could line up a very respec- 
table quota of orders from buyers who would know nothing 
about the new car, except that it was to be manufactured 
by a certain company in which they had infinite confidence. 
The automotive industry is fortunate to be in a position of 
this kind. 


Why Rear Tires Puncture 


. tee* rear tires puncture far more frequently than front 

ones has always been accepted as fact by. motor -vehicle 
operators. Not many of the drivers who have profanely 
noted the fact, however, have given a thought as to why 
such a condition should be. 

Now comes a scientific explanation of the phenomenon 
from the experimental department of the Miller Rubber Com- | 
pany. It seems that the front tires in passing over sharp 
objects, such as nails, screws, bits of sharp metals, etc., roll 
them up into such a position that the rear tire following | 
immediately behind picks them up and, presto, a puncture.

The company’s treasury balance 
at the end of June exceeded $25,- 
000,000 after close te $10,000,000 
had been appropriated for extraor- 
dinary expenses during the ,six 
months, including $6,250,000 for 
Plant expansion and the balance 
for retirement of $2,750,000 of the 
5% pér cent. serial notes issued in 
connection with the purchase of 
Graham Brothers last year. 

Earnings during the first six 

months of the current year were 
less than half the total earned in 
the corresponding period of 1926, 
for last year Dodge reported net in- 
come after Federal taxes of $12,- 
366,726 for the first six months. As 
the company has been prosecuting 
an extensive program in changing 
over its complete line of cars this 
year, it is considered significant 
that during this transition period 
it fully earned all its capital charges 
with a fair sized surplus. 

The six months report also indi- 
cates that the management has 
made no attempt at window dress- 
ing for the sake of a favorable im- 
pression. As an instance, the de- 
preciation charges for the first six 
months were $2,279,264, or over 60 
per cent. of the amount charged for 
depreciation in the 12 months of 
1926 when $3,677.740 was written off 
on this account. 

Sales during the first six months 
of 1927 were 107,115 cars and trucks, 
or approximately 100,000 units fewer 
than were sold during the corre- 
sponding period a year ago. The 
decline is more than accounted for 
by the decline in the company’s 
passenger car sales. 

Its truck business has 
record-breaking proportions, 
sales of 29,677 commercial ve- 
hicles during the six months, or 
more than double the sales of this 
type of vehicle during the first 
half of 1926.
